a THE EXECUTION OF DRIVER. 

For the first time in many years, a murderer 
has been hanged in Chicago. Executions here 
have been so infrequent, though murders have 
been common, that there were probably many 
people who shuddered yesterday at the thought 
that at 2 o’clock à human being was to die upon 


crime—the murder of his wife—and found them- 


although they had no feelings other than those 
of detestation for the fiendish crime he had com- 


sought to fly from his eruelties he delib- 
erately killed her, and yet there were those who 
sympathized with him, notwithstanding all that 


sentimental sympathy as this—for, after all, it 
is only o sentiment of emotion, not a well- 
in order that it may be aseertgined whether the 
murderer has not been justly pynished, and 
whether he was, at any time, entitled to com- 
miseration. 

Many thousands of people died yesterday in 
this world, and many of them simultaneously 
with Driver, for no crime whatsoever, but their 
deaths excited uo interest outside their immedi- 
ate circles, and yet lifp was as precious to them, 
probably much more precious, than to Driver, as 
the vast majority of them had sought 
to make i valuable in results 


| to their families end to the world, while Driver's 


life was of value to no one but himself, and to 
himself only in the lowest sense. The only dif- 
ference ig that Driver knew the precise time 
at which he must die and the others did not. 
The sympathy with him, therofore, related not so 
much to the mere fact of death, as to the mental 
sufferings which may have preceded it, if the

reluctance. All men know that they must die, 
and they know it more positively than Driver 
knew he would die at 2 o’clock. They also 
knew that Driver would die in‘’ few years, even 
if he were pardoned by the Governor, so that, 
as we have said, the public interest did not at- 
tach to the mere matter of death,—which is a fact 
accepted by all men as absolutely certain to occur, 
perhaps in the next hour, perhaps in the next year, 
—so much as to the fact that Driver knew the 
precise time of his death, and consequently must 
have endured great mental suffering. 

It is highly probable, however, that by far the 
larger number of those who expired yesterday 
suffered far more bodily pain than Driver. The 
mode of his death was less painful than that of 
ordinary dissolution. In this respect, the law is 
merciful. Of physical suffering he knew but lit- 
tle. Probably the most of those who died 
yesterday expired after long physical torture. 
The late Lord Lytton suffered intense and pro- 
longed bodily anguish before death came to his 
relief. Some people suffer so intensely that they 
seek to escape pain by suicide, and thereby an- 
ticipate the slow processes of nature. English 
moralists are to-day agitating the question of 
euthanasia, and seeking to legitimatize suicide, 
as a relief from torture, in the case of incurable 
diseases, the more radical of them even advo- 
cating the removalof such unfortunates by their 
relatives under the auspices of the clergy of 
the diocese. 

In reviewing the execution of Driver, the 
religious aspect of the case must be considered, 
as from the peculiarities of the case many re- 
ligious people undoubtedly had a greater or less 
degree of sympathy for the criminal. The 
granting of a supérsedeas in the cases of Peri, 
Perteet, and Rafferty, had undoubtedly pro- 
duced a hope in the mind of Driver that the 
same writ would be granted in his case. By the 
unfortunate error of his counsel, this hope be- 
came acertainty of belief inthe mind of the 
doomed man, and then, when the mistake was 
discovered, but two days remained be- 
fore his execution. The refusal of the 
Governor to interfere with the execution 
of the law extinguished the last gleam 
of hope, and but one day remained, which 
many religious people will claim was too short a 
time for preparation for death. Repentance, 
however, is not a matter of days, and weeks, and 
months. It is not méasured by time. The thief 
on the cross repented in the throes of dissolu- 
tion, and was promised that day a seat in Para- 
dise. If, under the circumetances surrounding 
him, the solitary reflections upon the enormity 
of the crime which he had committed, the mem- 
ory of the years of abuse and cruelty, and the 
final murder of the woman whom he had sworn 
to love and cherish, the ministraiions of clergy- 
men showing him the way to Heaven, and the 
certainty that there was no escape from death— 
if, under these circumstances, he did not re- 
pent, there is no probability that he would have 
repented had he lived to be acentury old. If 
he did repent, then the demands of religion were 
answered. In either case, we do not see that 
the religious features of the affair were in- 
fluenced at all by the brevity of time which re- 
mained to him.

theory that capital punishment does not offer 

any safeguard to society, andis only a barbar- 

ous relic of the old Mosaic law, whereas 

the old Mosaic law, which provided that the 

man who sheddeth another’s blood should 
make compensation by the shedding of his 
own, was contemporary with capital punish- 

ment, and not the origin of it. The theory is 

but an assertion, and is not susceptible of proof. 

We are prepared to admit that when a public 

execution is made a public show, and hanging- 
day is made a holiday, it can only 
have a demoralizing effect upon the 
multitude, which is usually half-brutal and 
half-maudlin, that flocks to witness it. 

The execution of a murderer should be as pri- 
vate as possible. The public should know no 
more of it than the fact that the law has been 
carried out and justice has been vindicated. Its 
terror should lie in its very mystery and secresy. 
That this undue tenderness of heart and sym- 
pathy with criminals deprives society of a safe- 

guard against crime, is clearly shown by what is 
now transpiring in New York. While these 

tender-hearted people are moving heaven and 
earth, and almost canonizing Foster, in the 
effort to get a reprieve from Gov. Dix, 
the desperate ruffians and murderers of 
New York City are holding a perfect 
carnival of violence and murder, presuming 
upon the aid and comfort which prominent mem- 
bers of society are bestowing upon oue of their 
number. These, people who are so solicitous for 
the commutation of Foster's punishment do not 
stop to think that, if Gov. Dix grants it, it is 
only certain of execntion during Gov. Dix's 
term, and that when a new Governor is elected 
Foster's chances for pardon are as good as his 
' present chances for commutation. 

The people are to be congratulated that Gov. 
Beveridge has not set bimself up as wiser or 
more humane than the law. The power to par- 
don or commute was not given to defeat the 
law, but to suspend its operation in 
doubtful cases. The Governor is nct responsi- 
ble for the taking of human life, except when he 


we believe that the vindication of the law in this 
instance will help to make human life more 
secure in this city, and that it will be still more 
secure when the other murderers in our jail shall 
have paid the penalty of the law which they have 
outraged by the shedding of innocent blood. We 
believe that when deliberate murder has been 
proved, and no doubt exists, society has the 
right, and ought to exercise ij, of solemuly 
blotting tixe murderer out of existence.

The dem- 
onstration was made by the Ames party, and as 
the Ames family created the village of North 
Easton and furnish occupation for its inhabi- 
tants, it is not improbable that Ames’ money 
finally paid for the Ames banquet.

The President of the 
festivities gave the honored and distinguished 
guest the assurance that his constituents looked 
upon him as that noblest work of God, an 
honest man.” As this is the most that Gen. 
Butler recently claimed for himself, Mr. Ames 
must have been supremely satisfied with it. 
The sentiment of the occasion was exceedingly 
appropriate. It compared the Hon. Oakes Ames 
to gold. Nothing could have been more appro- 
priate, unless the toast had likened him to 
Union Pacific bonds. 

Mr. Ames followed the Congressional order of 
the day, and availed himself of the opportunity 
to make a general justification. His was nota 
jeremiad. He made no lamentations. He had 
done nothing he was sorry for. He was 
the same noble embodiment of patriotism that 
completed the Pacific Road and provided good 
investments for impecunious Congressmen. He 
gloried in a generosity which had induced him to 
part with Credit Mobilier stock below ite value. 
He allowed his friends to have it at the same 
price he paid for it, and even then supplied the 
money for the investment. It was evident, from 
the manner in which Mr. Ames referred to this 
feature of the case, that he intended to 
have his constituenta congratulate themselves 
that so exceptionally philanthropic a man repre- 
sented them in Congress. He admitted, howev- 
er, that the ingratitude of Republics and Repub- 
licans had brought about an investigation of his 
generous conduct, and that some of his col- 
leagues had got themselves into trouble by in- 


considerate denials of the real facts in the case, 


The result of the Poland Committee's labors, he 
stated, was to badly damage the characters of 
some men high in office, for truth and veracity.” 
With an acute sense of the ridiculous, and with 
cutting brevity, he referred to the wonderful 
discovery” that he was guilty of selling stock for 
less than its value, while they were innocent who 
accepted the stock on these terms.

It is likely that 
Oakes Ames bowed in acknowledgment, and hid 
bis confusion behind a bouguet.. It would not 
be unnatural that the gentlemen should have 
quaffed generous bumpers at this juncture, and 
all North Easton certainly rejoiced in the pos- 
session of so noble a representative. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Ames’ justification is the plainest 
statement of the case that could have been 
made, though probably not what the 
party managers would have dictated. Mr. 
Ames is not altogether wrong when 
he makes a moral distinction between a man 
who gives bribes and admits it and a man who 
accepts bribes and lies about it. But there is 
one point which Mr. Ames seems to have 
ignored.

The Wisconsin Land-Grant Sauabble. 

The land-grant fight at Madison is virtually 
ended. Two months’ skirmishing culminated in 
a general engagement on Tuesday. The result 
was a victory for the Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
way. 

The strugglo has been a remarkable one. 
When first the issue arose, there were but two 
claimants—the North Wisconsin and the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Companies. The former had the 
considerable advantage of having built eighteen 
miles of railroad on the line described in the 
grant, thereby saving it to the State. But the 
Company lacked financial reputation. This weak 
point the Milwaukee & St. Paul Company made 
the most of. They confidently claimed the 
ability to construct any line they undertook to 


North Wisconsin would have succumbed had 
not the Chicago & Northwestern Company 
hastened to ita relief. Then the contest as- 
sumed large proportions. The chances of suc- 
cess were balanced. Distant sections of the 
State saw their opportunity, and improved it.

At this juncture, the Chicago & Northern. Pa- 
cific Air-Line Company put in an appear- 
ance. With the aid of the grant, they 
proposed to construct the shortest line be- 
tween Chicago and Lake Superior. The project 
enlisted hearty sympathy and support from the 
sections it promised to develop. If successful, 
it would give the State 350 miles of new railway, 
running from Geneva Lake through Walworth, 
Jefferson, Columbia, Marquette, Adams, Wood, 
Clark, Chippewa, Burnett, and Douglas Coun- 
ties to an intersection with the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. The St. Paul and North Wisconsin 
Companies saw the necessity of modifying their 
propositions. The former agreed to pay 8 and 
the latter 7 percent of the gross earnings de- 
rived from the road into the State Treasury. 
This last concession was too much for the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Company. They declared 
tho bill overloaded, and affirmed that the money 
to construct a road through an unsettled re- 
gion could not be procured in New York 
or London. The St. Paul officials ex- 
pressed the same opinion. A proposition 
to unite their forces, capture and divide the 
spoils was submitted, for astage had been 
reached where the progress of legislation could 
only be accelerated bythe disbursement of some- 
thing more precious than free drinks and passes. 
The order went forth to spend no money, and, 
to the dismay of many expectants, it was 
obeyed. 

Simultaneously, the St. Paul and Northwestern 
Companies relaxed their efforts, creating suspi- 
cion that they were acting in concert. Mean- 
time, the Air-Line interest gathered strength. 
Their force would enable either party to carry 
their bill. This they proffered in consideration 
of being allowed one-fifth of the grant,—250,000 
acres,—the portion that would rightly fall to 
them were their line carried through to Superior 
City. The Northwestern could not afford to 
treat with them, nor countenance any plan that 
would insure the success of so direct a 
rival. As yet, the line has only a pa- 
per existence. Its projectors are young 
men, of no considerable railroad reputation, 
whose object in seeking the grant is to secure a 
financial standing in Wall street. If constructed, 
the line would bea strong competitor for the 
trade of the Northwest, Self-interest dictated 
that both the St. Paul and the Northwestern 
Companies should decline to foster its growth; 
but, by a series of blunders, the parties claiming 
to represent the two leading corporations in 
committee attached to the respective bills a pro- 
vision giving the Air-Line project one-fifth of 
the grant. When the bills were so reported back 
the Northwestern Company repudiated the bil 
accredited to them. Great consternation en- 
sued, amid which an abrupt adjournment was 
carried to enable the interested members to visit 
Chicago and Milwaukee for consultation. The 
result was currently believed to have been a 
mutual understanding to unite in defeating 
all the Land-Grant bills. Eminent legal opinion 
was obtained, to the effect that the lands would 
not revert to the General Government if their 
disposition were left over until next year. It 
was further stated that, were the bill passed as 
reported to the House, neither the executive of- 
ficers of the St. Paul nor the Northwestern Com- 
panies would ratify the acceptance of the grant 
upon the burdensome terms imposed. 

When the Legislature met on Tuesday, the 
show of rivalry was maintained. The after pro- 
ceeding of the St. Paul Company is not so clear 
to the uninitiated. Although they had agreed to 
join hands in throwing out every measure, they 
simply stripped from their bill the 
Air-Line proposition, made the lands ex- 
empt from taxation until the line 
should be completed, then put their bill 
through with the aid of the nine Monroe and 
Shullsburg extension votes. At this unexpect- 
ed result the losing party were taken aback, 
though not greatly disappointed. Practically, 
they withdrew from the contest when the attach- 
ment of so many provisions neutralized the 
value of the graut. On the other hand, it is 
maintained that the St. Paul Company have no 
intention of carrying out the provisions of the 
bill, should it become a law. It requires the 
construction of sixty miles of the land-grant 
road this year, which any Western company un- 
aided will find a serious undertaking in the pres- 
ent aspect of the money market. Whether the 
Legislature or the Northwestern Company were 
hoodwinked in the final result will appear in due 
time. 


Obituary. 
BISHOP M'ILVAINE, 

The Right Reverend Charles Pettit McIlvaine, 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
Ohio, died yesterday. at Florence, Italy. He 
was the son of United States Senator McIlvaine, 
of New Jersey, and was born at Burlington, N. J., 
in 1798. After bemg graduated at Princeton 
College and receiving Deacon’s orders, he was, 
in 1825, made Professor of Ethics and History 
at West Point. In 1827 he resigned 
his position to assume pastoral duties 
in Brooklyn, and in 1831 was made Professor 
of the Evidences of Revealed Religion in 
the University of the City of New York. In the 
next year he was made Bishopof Ohio and Presi- 
dent of Kenyon College. This important trust 
he filied until 1840, when he became President of ) 
the Theological Seminary of the Diocese of 
Ohio, a position which he has since held. Bishop 
Mclivaine was one of the leaders of the Episco- 
pal Church in this country, and his learned and 
prolific pen has greatly enriched its theo- 
logical literature. His chief works were 
“Evidences of Christianity, which has 
passed through thirty editions; Oxford Divin- 
ity Compared with That of the Roman and An- 
glican Churches, a work well known to persons 
interested in that controversy; The Holy 
Catholic Church ;” ‘‘ Valedictory Offering ;” A 
Word in Season to Candidates for Confirmation ;” 
“The Doctrines of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church as to Confirmation ;” Chief Danger of 
the Church ;” The Truth and the Life,” a se- 
ries of twenty-two discourses, aud Directions 
to Inquiring Souls.” He has also edited 
„Select Family aud Parish Sermons,” and 
memoirs of the Rev. Henry W. Fox and 
the Rey. Charles Simeon. He was honored by 
Cambridge with the degree of LL. D. in 1858; 
and by Oxford with that of D. C. L. in 1853, 
Bishop Mcllvaine endeared himself to his 
countrymen during the civil war by his nobleand 
invaluable services in the Sanitary and Christian 
Commissions, and he was one of those eloquent 
men who, at the darkest hour of the gle, 
went abroad to defend the cause of the Union 
before the English people, who were setting 
their faces towards the recognition of Con- 
federate independence.
